bans wished to have all the places of 
amusement closed. They succeeded in 
olosinp; two places frequented by Cu- 
bans, but the mil ii I of the Tn- 

oon theater, where there were many 
Spanish officers ainonp the audience, 
refused to close the house. Thereupon 
Allegretto, a former captain of insur- 
gent troops, got into an excited 
argument with the manager of the 
theater and Allegrette was escorted to 
the sidewalk by the police on duty. 
There Allegretto entered into ;i nested 
discussion with a Spanish officer, who 
struck him across the face with tfie 
flat of his sword. Then there was a 
collision between the Cubans and tho 
Spanish military men, more blows 
were struck on both sides, and m.titv 
persons from the cafes and park cheer* 
ed for Spain and brought crowds id 
p-ople to the spot from adjacent streets 
and squares. 

Suddenly a shot was tired, whether 
by a Cuban or by a Spaniard, inten- 
tionally or accidentally, 
•aid, and the Cubans retreateil 
Hotel Infflaterra. More 
fired on both sides and Artufo Ti/.ct. ;t 
French cltir.eu born in Havana, was 
shot and seriously wounded while sit- 
More shots were fired and Culiiin* ruu 
through the hotel office and made their 
way up stairs. Jesus gotolongo, a i n 
ban. fell wounded on the stair*, and 
another wounded man broke into the 
room oeou pied by Lieut Fitihugti l>ec. 
son of the famous general aud former 
con mi I general here, demanding pro- 
tection 

Oen. Greene and several members of 
bis staff, mho had been out on a bal- 
cony watching the crowd, heard the up- 
roar in the hotel and went into the 
aorridor. So soon as the Spanish offi- 
acrs saw Oen. Greene, who was in uni- 
form, tiny stopped the pursuit of the 
Cubans, saluted aud retired. 

In the meantime Eastsquio Lemus 
bad been fatally wounded in the street 
and Pedro lileaa and tianor Jimincz 
bad been killed. Shortly afterwards 
the Spanish guards 011 duty swarmed 
In from the neighboring streets and 
order was restored. 

At the time the Cubans and pursuing 
Spaniards ran through the Hotel In- 
ylaterra. Gen. Humphreys was in the 
lobby talking with Maj. Martin, of 
Ben. Greene's staff, and other gentle- 
men. A bullet shattered a mirror near 
which they stood and two others splin- 
tered the stairease. 

On the outside the Spanish soldiers 
were clearing the great square and 
•treets in the vioiuity. The hotel was 
tull of American officers and civilians 
rod some of them, with their wives, 
•fere standing on the balconies at the 
<mmincnt risk of being bit by bullets
